ftances would be applied in the conftru@tion of the- 
law, it might be well to examine them minutely in.

amined, and it will not bea difficult tafk to thew 
that the provifiens of this bill, are not only unau- 
thorifed by the conftitution, but are in dire& viola- 
tion of its fundamente} principles, and contradictoe. 
ry to fome of its mot exprefs prohibitions 5 at pre- 
fent it is only neceffary to afk whether the ftate of 
things contemplated by the bill have any exiftence— 
We muft legiflate on fuéts, not.on furtmifes: we; 
muft have evidence, not vague fufpicions, if we 
mean to'lepiflate with prudence. Whiat fats have

been preduced ? What evidence has been fubmitted 
to the Houfe ? I have heard, Sir, of none—but if 
evideace ceuld not be procured, at leaft it might 
have been expected that reafunable caufe of fufpi- 
cion {hould be fhewn ; here again gentlemen were 
ai fault—they could rot thew even a fufpicion why 
thefe aliens ought to be fufpe&ed. We have, in- 
eed, been told that the fate of Venice, Switzerland, 
end Batavia, was produced by the interference of 
foreigners. But, the inftances were unfortunate ;- 
beeaufe all thofe powers had been overcome by 
foreign force, or divided by domeftic fation, not by 
aliens who refuied among them ; andif any in- 
ftruction was gained trom thofe republics, it would 
be that we ought to banifh not the aliens, but all 
thofe citizens who did not approve the executive 
ats ; this I believe, gentlemen were not réady to 
own ; but if this meafure prevailed, 1 fhall not 
think the other remote ; but if it had been proved 
that thefe governments were deftroyed by the con- 
fpiracies of aliens ; it yet remainsto fhew that we 
are in the fame fituation ; or that any fuch plots 
have been deteéted or are even reafonably fufpected 
here. Nothing of this kind has been yet done, 
A modern Thefeus, indeed, has told us he had pro- 
cured a clue* that will enable him to penetrate the 
labyrinth and deftroy this monfter of fedition. Who

the fair Ariadne is, who kindly ‘pave him the ball, 
he has not revealed: nor though feveraldays have 
elapfed fince he undertook the adventure, has he yet 
told where the monfter lurks. No evidence then 
being praduced, we have a right to fay that none 
exilts, and yet we are about to fandtion a moft im- 
portant a&t, and on what grounds ? our individual 
fupicions, our private fears, our over-heated ima- 
giaations. Sveing nothing to excite thofe fufpi- 
cigus, and not feeling thofe fears, F could not give 
my affent to the bill, even it I did not feel a fupe- 
rior obligation to reject it en other grounds. As 
far as my own obfervation goes, } have feen nothing 
like the {tate of things contemplated by the bill 
M.ft of the aliens I have feen were either trium- 
phant Eaglifhmen, or Frenchmen, with dejection 


_in their countenances, and grief at their hearts, 


prepasing to quit the country and feck another afy- 
lum. But if thefe plots exif, if this treafon is ap- 
parcnt, if there are aliens guilty of the crimes that 
are afcribed tothem, an eff.Qual remedy prefents 
ifelf for the evil ; we have already wife laws, we 
have upright judges, and vigilant magiftrates, and 
there is no neceflixy of arming the executive with 
the detruGive power propofed by the bill now on 
your table ; the Jaws now in ferce are competent to 
punifh every treafonable or feditious attempt. 

But grant, Sir, what, however, has not been at 
all fupported by fa&—grant that thefe fears are not 


vifionary, that the dangers are imminent, and that

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mo exiting law is fuficient to avert theim,; let os 
examine whether.the provitions of che bill ate cons 
fr nable to the principles of the conftitutive ; ifit 
fiould be found to contravene them, F truft ic will 
tufe many of its fupporters: But if, not only 
contrary to the general fpirit and principles of the 
Conititution, it fhould be found diametrically oppo- 
fite to its moft exprefs prohibtticns, cannot doubt 
that it would be rejeGted with that indignant deci- 
fion which our duty to our country, and our facred 
cath demands. 

The firfl fe&ion provides, that it thail be lawful for 
the Prefident *toorder all fuch aliens as he fhall judge 
dangerous to the peace and fafety of the United States, 
cr fall have reafonable grounds to fufbe& are concerned 
in any treafonuble or fecret machinations againfl the 
Government thereof, ta depart out of the United States, 
tn fuch time as foull be expreffed in Juch order.” Our 
government, Sir, is founded on the eftablithment of 
thofe principles which conftixute the difference be- 
tween a Free Conftitution, and a Defpotic Power ; 
a diftribution of the Legiflative, Executive, and Ju- 
diciary powers; into feparate hands ; a diftribution 
ftrongly marked in the three firft and greatdivifions 
of the Conftitution—By the firft, all Lepiflative 
power is given to Congrefs ; the fecond velts all 
Executive funétions in the Prefident 3 and the third 
declares, that the Judiciary power fhall be exercifed” 
by the Supreme and Inferior Courts. Here then is 
a divifion of the governmental powers frongly

marked, decifively pronounced, and every 28 of one 
hor all the branches that tends to confound thefe pow- 
érs, or alter this arrangement muft be deftrudive of 
the Conftitution. Examine then, Sir, the bill on 
our table, and declare whether the few lines 1 have 
repeated from the firlt fetion, do not confound 
thefe fundamental powers of government, veft them 
all in the mcft unqualified terms in one hand—and 
thus fubvert the bafison which our liberties reft. 
Legiflative power prefcribes the rule of ation ;

that the laws are carried into full eff:@. Inall free 
governments thefe powers are exercifed by different 
men, and their unisn in the fame hand is the pecu- 
liar charafteriftic of Defpotifm.

intereft, and apply it to ¢atify his vengeance ; if 
he can go further, and execute, according to his own 
paffions, ihe judgment which he himfelf has pre- 
nounced upon his own conftruGion of laws, which 
he alone has made ; what other features are wanted 
to complete the pifture of tyranny? Yet all this, 
and more, is propofed to be done by this aé&t.

Lyon. 11 was my fortune to be called to take my 
feat in Congrefs, at a time when the French, under 
pretence of aggreflion on the part of our Govern- 
ment, were waking the moft unwarrantable aggre(- 
fions on the commerce of this country. J} found 
many fo exafperated as tobe ready to go directly 
into a war with France ; and it appeared to me, 
that nothing but the dread of a contrary opinion of 
the people of the United States prevented, at that 
time, the awful plunge. I had been accuftomed 
to confider war the greateit national evil: 1 have 
feen the dreadful [offerings and calamities attendant 
on one war: I very well knew, althowgh that war 
was'a war of neceflity, and had for its abje@, on our 
part,, ous very exiflence as a nation, as well as the 
faving of the lives and. propertics of thafe who had 
taken an adtive part in it, that many were tired out 
With its troubles and perplexities to that degree, that 
nothing hut the feemiog interpofition of a kind 
Providence could have brought it to a favorable jfue 
on our part.—I could fee no other obje@, or pre,

tence of ohje&, inthe war we were invited into, 
than merely the defence of our commerce on the 
ocean. This I confidered as impoffible to be done 
10 the full fatisfaction of the merchants, even at the 
expence of the whole landed property of the coun— 
try. Of conquett, reparation,or profitable captures, 
there could be no hope on our part. Submifficn to 
terms which had deprived the thiping of America 
of the carrying trade of France, lad been adopted, 
and many other facrifices had been made, rather than 
involve this Country in a war with England. My 
defire for peace at that tine, made me to acquielce 
in thofe meafiures ; and ] could devife ne way to 
avoid a war, but bya facrifice of the furure profits 
cf that commerce which had become expoled to 
depredations, About one half of the Metnbers of 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives appeared to be of that 
opinion. We were fenfible of the injury individus 
ats mutt fuffer by fch a tine\of condu@, and were 
willing to have made them fome reparation. With 
this difpefition we aljourned in July ’97, with more 
hopes from a fpeedy conclnfion of the war in Eu- 
rope, than from the propofed negociation.—Altho” 
many changes hadtaken place in Europe, during the 
rece fs of Congrefs ; yet the hoped-fer conclufion of 


_ their wars had not arrived, and the firft difpatehes 


trom our Envoys informed us of new regulations of 
the French Government, which would be further 
injurious to ovr commerce, as well as of their cold 
reception, long delay, and dull. profpeéts., Thefe

things affefed the refentment of thofe who had 
determined, if poflible, to keep our country out of 
the war as much, perhaps, as of thofe who gave 
vent to their rage by exclamations for war; yet we 

could fee no poflible advantage to accrue to this coun- 
try by a war with a nation near 4000 miles from 
us. We felt {trong in ourfelves, and unconquer- 
able in our internal fituation ; but external and of- 
fenfive war, we could not confider to be the occu- 
pation, the bufinefs, or the intereftof Americans, 
who have neither men nor money to fpare, nor a 
talte for conquelt.—.We could not be willing to fee 
our country enybark in an endlefs and ufelefs con- 
tet concerning a commerce in which but a fmall 
part of the community were interefted. We could 
not but be fentible that the coft of the war muft fail 
on the landed intereft, without the mof diflant 
profpeé& of retribution. We forefaw that many 
millions would be funk.

1 regard the cominerce of the country fo 
much, that 1 with for markets for all its {pare pro- 
dice, ane lam willing it thould be fo managed, that 
Americans fhould be ovr carters, if they chufe; but 
I am not fo attached to that commerce, which, as it 
were, forces upon this country unneceflaries, upon 
credit, and creates thoufands of law fuits and bank- 
ruptcies, as to confent to involye my country in an 
everlafting war, for tue mere name of defending it 
without the power. I had much rather leave the 
carriage of the produce of this country to fo- 
reigners ; had that been the cafe, inflead of our ar- 
ming, and the Europeans known it fome months 
ago, preduce of this country would have borne a 
much better price. Icis but very little interefting 
to the back country people, whether our produce 
is carried away by Americans or by foreigners. We 
have room and employ for all our people, if not.one

its colonies ; and after our coaft is clear of the pri- 
vateers that infelft it, are afraid to fend out their 
vellels ; and after all our marine has coft, and they 
have taken, one {mail privateer fchooner, produce 
has fallen at leait one third fince the laft winter, 
Another coniideration with regard to foreign 
commerce, you mult know, neight 







people whe make their own 
countries, are not interefted in if! 
on and about the fea fhore and navi 
were we able to defend it. Every one
